OF PREPARING BOND 
ISSUE CITED 


H, Hi. ,Carson, F.S.S., one of the 
leading financial experts of the Dom- 
inion, in a leading articte on ‘‘Muni- 
cipal Finance’’ in-the Financial Post 
of Canada, published at Toronto, 
Says: 

A letter reached the post this weck, 
from a subscriber in the United 
States, .enquiring if any complica- 
tien exists in the laws of the various 
provinces, relating to. the issuance of 
municipal securities or debentures. 
This subscriber, a large institution, 
has under contemplation the  pur- 
chase of Canadian municipals, and 
the question, is asked for the infor- 
mation of its legal department in or- 
der that the purchase of illegal de- 
benture may be avoided. 

Fortunately the reputation of Cana- 
da is clean in this respect. The 
inunicipal laws of the various prov- 
inces, differing as they may and do, 
on many points, favor and _ protect 
the holder of securities witheut ex- 
ception. Probably every issue of 
bonds is subjected to microscopic leg- 
al inspection by recognized experts, 
befere being accepted by the bond 
dealer. Flaws are frequently found, 
but mostly technical, and these flaws 
are required tu be removed before ac- 
ceptance. Tenders are invariably 
made with this provision, ana The 
Post knows of no instance of illegal 
bonds being effered for sale. To 
illustrate, here is an extract from a 
communication dated Nov. 18th, 
from Red Deer, a thriving town in 
Alberta— 

“We have received advice from J. 
B. Clarke, K.C., that he has approv- 
ed of all the bvlaws submitted to 
him. We have not yet received his 
opinions on them nor certificates of 
approval. We have written for 
these and have also sent him the 
two by-laws recently passea@ for ex- 
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amination. If they are approved 
without delay we will call. for ten- 
ders for the whole lot of deben- 
tures.”’ 

Instead of leaving the examination 
to the legal advisers of the bond 
purchasers Red Deer has adopted -the 
wise course cf making sure before- 
hand. As it happens the adviser 
selected is one cf the two or three 
experts regularly empleyed by the 
dealers, and his ‘‘O.K.” will be sat- 
isfactory to any purchaser, thus ob- 
viating the necessity for examination 
after the award. It may be retorted 
that the town has undertaken an 
expense usually borne by the buyer, 
but, on the other hand, the buyer 
will pay a higher price for the 
bonds, ‘with thie essential expense 
removed, so it probably itmakes no 
difference in the matter of cost, and 
saves a great deal of time and poss- 
ible expense in other directions, in 
the event of errors being discovered. 
The course of Red Deer has every- 
thing to commend it. Preparing 
bond issues and proceedings for the 
increase of municipal indebtedness 
are not the least troublesome of the 
tasks that fall to the: lot of the 
average city solicitor. It is scarcely 
possible for him to keep well posted 
on all the features of the laws in- 
volved, and the law is involved, even 
puzzling at times. In some in- 
stances the counsel employed by the 
bond buying houses require much 
more evidence in the bond record 
than is anticipated by the city sol- 
icitor when the proceedings are pre- 
pared. Bond dealers know, and the 
municipalities are learning, that an 
opinion as to legality by a recogniz- 
ed authority on bonds is as essential 
to safety and stability as is an ab- 
stract or insurance of title ia the 
case of real estate.

Walter E. Mason Talks of Indians In 
the Peace River District 


- Walter E. Mason has returned to 
Winnipeg after spending six months 
In the far north. He left Edson and 
went direct to Grand Prairie, Alta., 
with nine head of pack horses. Feed 
was scarce and the weather very un- 
settled, and on this short part of the 
journey the horses suffered severely. 
After spending two weeks at Saska-: 
toon Lake the journey was continued 
to Fort St. John and the Peace River 
crossed at this point, From here they 
went to the head waters of the Half- 
way River and spent most of the time 
{n that locality. In answer to the 
question regarding minerals in the 


marked that it was simply astounding 
the amount of natural resources (in- 
cluding mineral) of the locality which 
he travelled through, but that they 
were practically worthless, owing to 
their distance from the railway. “We 
did not,” he said, “find any. bonanza, 
of course, in placer gold, but on sev- 
eral streams it was no trouble to wash 
out five or six dollars per day with the 
pan. It costs, however, an equal 
amount to live in this country, If you 
consider what it costs to get provi- 
sions in. 

“On my way out I saw tons upon 
tons of the finest quality of salt. Sul- 
phur is in abundance in many places 
we visited. Very Httle coal was séen 
north of the Peace River,* but out- 
croppings were plentiful on the 
Smokey.” Regarding the placer~ gold 
on the Peace River Mr. Mason said it 
was only waiting the coming of the 
railroad {n order to get machinery in 
to develop the large hydraulic work- 
ings there. 

“The beaver question,” explained 
Mr. Mason, “is one that should receive 
the attention of the Government at 
once. It !s a well-known fact that the 
Indians still kill beaver, for beaver 
meat is highly prized by them, and in 
order not to come in conflict with the 
authorities they destroy the hide. 
This causes a double loss to the fur 
trade, for before the restrictions the 
Indians would sell the pelt'at a reason- 
able price to the white trappers.”

A colony of the Waldenses will be 
founded in Canada. The Waldenses or 
Vaudols are a small community of Pro- 
testant people, who live in the valleys 
of Piedmont, Northern Italy, and are 
said to have kept from primitive 
times, without passing through any 
Reformation, the pure doctrines of 
Christ, 
tions for their faith. Milton celebrated 
their heroism; Mrs. Hemans and Whit- 
tler their missionary zeal. Since 1848 
they enjoyed religious Hberty, and are 
branching out in missionary enter 
prises throughout Italy, Sicily, Malta, 
Egypt, and through the Italian immi- 
grants in the United States and Can- 
ada. Pressed by the hardships of their 
conditions, 7,000 have emigrated to 
South America, where they have pros- 
perous colonies. Three colonies have 
been founder in the United States 
within the last 25 years: in Texas, 
North Carolina and Missouri. Some 
families are scattered throughout Can- 
ada, and it is the intention of the 
Waldensian Church to gather them to- 
gether and, with a few families that 
are ready to leave their native valleys 
of Piedmont, found a colony: in Mani- 
toba.

RED DEER UNABLE TO ACCOM- 


MODATE CONVENTION 


Red Deer will, no douqt, to a cer- 
tain extent, receive a black eye 
owing to being unable to find 
accommodation for the coming con- 
vention oi the United Farmers of 
| Alberta, but the Board of Trade 
Lad Council even considered that 
| hatter than to have the farmers come 
here and not beable to tind hotel 
and hall accommodation for them 
This is owing to the rapid ‘growth 
of the town, and we will have the 
grievance remedied in a short time. 

The Calgary Atbertan published 
the following last week: 

E. J. Fream, secretary of the 
United Farmers of Alberta, has re- 
ceived a letter signed’ by J. R. 
Davison, secretary of the Red Deer 
Board of Trade, and addressed _ to 
James Bewer, president of the U. 
F. A., stating that Red Deer would 
be unable to accommodate the an- 
nual convention of the U.F.A. At 
the last annual meeting in Calgary, 
Red Drer or Edmonton was selected 
as the next place of mecting, and at 
a meeting of the directors, held last 
August, Red Deer was selected as 
the most ‘central point. 

Notices were sent out to, the dele- 
gates of the local unions that the 
mecting would be held at Red Deer, 
and all arrangements had been mado 
for the holding of the convention at 
that place on January 16th to 18th, 
1912. 

Mr. Davison’s letter was the first 
intimation that the convention ‘could 
not be held at that pobnt, and it 
will necessitate a great deal of extra 


work in order that the convention 
may be held in Edmonton. 

The reasons gjven by Mr. Davison 
in his letter are such chat a suitable 
hall cannot be secured, and «wing 
to the changed conditions in regard 
to hotel accummodation, this would 
be inadequate to accommodate such | 
a large number of delegates as will 
attend the meeting. It was further 


‘| pointed out that the hall in which 


it was proposed to hold the conven- 
tion had been reduced in size and 
could not accommodate the number 
of delgutes expected. 

Under the circumstances the Board 
of Trade recommended that the 1942 
convention be held in Edmonton. 

Mr. Fream is na-urally very much 
annoyed at the turn in arrangements, 
as he had -notified the different 
local unions that the convention 
would be held in Red Deer, and the 
announcement of the change of place 
of meeting will entail a large part 
of the work in arranging for the 
convention being done over again. 

He fcels that Red Deer made a 
great mistake in turning down the 
convention, as it would have gone a 
long way towards making Red Deer 
the Convention City of Alberta, ow- 
ing te its central location in the 
province. The fact of the change of 
location and the reasons given will 
be incorporated in the annual repert 
of which several thousands are print- 
ed and spread broaGeast over the 
Deminion. 

The Board of Trade, however, 
agrees to extend the hospitality of 
the town to, the 1913 conven:zion.

NOR DID PREMIER SIFT ON ASK 
FOR THE LANDS 


PUTTING UP 


secretary, a few days ago, laid upon 
the table of the Legislature the cor- 
respondence which has passed be- 
tween Premier Sifton and Sir Wil- 
frid Lauricr and between Premier 
Siften and Hon. R. L.. Borden, . the 
new Prime Minister of the Dominion, 
relative to the provincial control of 
natural resources. The whole con- 
stitutes a voluminous document. 
Laurier does not definitely commit 
himself to the handing over, of . the 
resources. Mr. -Sifton’s letter’ of 
March 20, 1911, is mainly comprised 
of a historical review of the develop- 
ment of the constitution and politi- 
cal institutions of the Northwest 
Territories since they were acquired 
from the Hudson Bay Company. He}« 
traces the growth of the territories 
from ‘‘a state of semi-feudalism, 
to almost the full status of one of 
the old provinces of the Canadian 
Federation.”’ , 

At the outset the premier quotes 
the resolution carried at the full 
session of the legislature in 1910 
calling for provincial ccntrol of re- 
sources, and goes on to say : . 

“If we consider the position of 
this province of Alberta we find that 
it is growing in wealth and popula- 
tion by leaps and bounds. At the 
time the Alberta Act was passed the 
population of the whole province was 
less than 145,000, whilst at the pres- 
cnt time it is not. less than 375,000 


_and in the course of another year or 


two will undoubsedly reach 500,000. 
A greater proportion of the immi- 
gration to Canada is being placed in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan than in 
any . other part of Canada, and it 
may be safely assumed that this con- 
dition will prevail for many years 
to come. The result is that the gov- 
ernment of the province is called | 
upon to meet the requirements of a 
rapidly growing community, heavy

A SPLENDID LETTER BY H.S. 


PEARSON. 


Dear Editer :— 
Having received a number of let- 


* ters from dairymen asking the ques- 


-expect to find the animals 


tion—‘‘ Which are the outstanding 
features one stiould look for when 
purchasing a dairy cow at an auc- 
tion sale?’’—I have decided, sir, an- 
ticipating your. consent, that the best 
medium of answering the above ques- 
tion would be through the cclumns 
of your valuable paper. I shall en- 
deavor to answer the question from 
my own point of view, presuming 
one wants to purchase a mature ¢ow 
from five to eight years of age. 
Before attending the sale I would 
in good 
flesh, as most owners fit their cows 
for some time before making a pub- 
lic sale. Consequently, one shoul 
guard against giving the animal un- 
due value on accqunt of its good 
flesh conditicn, but rather look for 
the conformation that makes for 
dairy type. One should visit the 
stable some time before the sale tak- 
es place and make a thorough exam- 
ination of the cows. Ask the owner 
te, turn the cows into the corral and 
judge of the animal's value ‘in the 
open, where one can see her from 
every point of view. Make up your 


‘mind as to the cows you would like 


and the amount you would pay for 
each ; bid to that limit and not one 
cent higher. ; 

The following are the qualifications 
I would look for in a dairy cow 
wanted for profit at the pail : 

THE BARREL. 

A large barrel I consider the most 
necessary requisite in a dairy cow. 
I would not look the sccond time 
at a cow that did not show a fair 
amount of stomach. A large barrel 
would indicate that the cow has a 
large capacity for feed, sufficient to 
sustain her. physically, leaving a fair 
surplus for the secretion cf milk. 
A gaunt and tucked-up cow is sure 
to be a light consumer of . feed ; 
avoid this kind of cow as you weuld 
poison, 

CONSTITUTION. 

Next in importance I would place 
constitution, as this means good 
heart and lung development. A cow 
with a poor constitution is about 
as useful as a man in the last stage 
of consumption. Constitution is in- 
dicated by the depth of the body 
immediately back of thé point where 
the fore legs join onto the body and 
the amount of fullness found imme- 
diately back of the elbows. A cow 
lacking in constitution is not likely 
to be a heavy, persistent or profit- 
able producer cf milk, and would, be 
a fit subject to contract tubercul- 


Osis. _ 
THE UDDER AND TEATS. 

A good udder is one of the ‘most 
important’ and most to be desired 
fertures of a dairy cow. A perfect 
udder is a rare thing and hard to 
fird. The four quarters should be as 
uniform as possible as regards size 
anG shape. The udder should reach 
well forward and high up behind, 
ard the teats of a medium and uni- 
fo-m size, squarely set on, with. a 
fair distance between cach teat. The 
cow should not be too easy or too 
hard to milk. If too casy there will 
be loss from leakage ; if too hard 
there will be a loss of time and 
patience. After the cow has_ been 
milked out the ydder should be soft 
and pliable. The long, pendulous and 
meaty udders are not to be desired. 
One should examine the udder and 
teats to see that they do not. con- 
tain knots or lumps, and that the 
cow is not inclined to garget. 

MILK VEINS AND WELLS. 


Large and tortuous milk veins are 
a good indication that the cow is a 
heavy producer of milk. These veins 
should carry well forward from the 
udder before entering the body 
through the milk wells. Where the 
veins are very prominent the wells 
will be correspondingly large, so 
large ‘in some case that one could 
insert the end cf his little finger. 
The milk veins are the channels 
which conduct the bleod from the 
udder to the heart and lungs. This 
blood is sometimes the used blocd, 
as a ceriain portion or quantity has 
been retained in the udder for the 
secretion of milk. Consequently ~ we 
infer from this that the greater the 
flow of blood through the udder and 
the larger the milk veins, the heavier 
will be the flow of milk. 

WEIGHT OF COW. 

I would not purchase an_ under- 
sized cow. Many small cows milk 
well for a short time, but my ex- 
perience has been that they do not 
have sufficient physical force to keep 
it up for ten or twelve months. 
A good weight for a dairy cow 
would be from 800 to 950 pounds. 

A GOOD HANDLER. 


A cow should be. what is termed a 
good handler. ~The skin should be so 
loose that one could gather a fold 
in his hand.’ The hair should be 
glossy and soft to the touch. For 
maternal reasons, the cow should be 
sufficiently open between the shert 
ribs that one could insert the ends 
of his fingers. A, d&iry cow should 
be in good flesh but not fat. One

The above named qualifications are 
absolutely necessary to a_ profi:able 
dairy cow kept for the production of 


milk... One might purchase .a - ccw 
showing all these qualities and she 
might be a failure. © Nevervheless, 


should these qualities be absent, 
she is sure to be a failure. If one 
were purchasing a cow for dairy and 


‘|exhibition purposes, she would have 


to show many additional ‘points, 
which are not so essential in the 
production of milk. I might briefly 
mention a few of these points. 

THE HEAD. 

The head should be of medium size 
(not short or long) lean, clean cut, 
with no ‘tendency to beef. The 
muzzle should be wide and the mouth 
contain a whole set of sound teeth. 
These points indicate good grazing 
ability. The nostrils should be large, 
ensuring a plentiful supply of air 
to the lungs. The eyes bright and 
prominent with a good width be- 
tween, indicating a strong nervous 
system. <A dull and sluggish cow. is 
seldom a heavy producer of milk. 
The ears should be of medium size, 
thin and well set on the head, not 
set on too low down. The. horns 
should be fine and with an inturn. 
An exception is made in the case of 
the Ayrshire breed, as the horns of 
these cattle are not inclined tq in- 
turn. ~ 

THE NECK. 

The neck should be of a fair length, 
not short. It should be clean cut 
and sharp from the chine to the head, 
and without a trace of beefiness. 
The neck should blend nicely into the 
shoulders. 

THE BODY. 

The body should be fairly long and 
deep, with a straight cver-line from 
the neck to where the tail joins on. 
The backbone prominent and _ serrat- 
ed. The -loin full and strong, and 
not inclined to fall away. A fair 
width of hip with a long slope to the 
thighs. For maternal reasons a 
good width between the pin bones is 
cesired. The thighs should be thin 
and outcurving that the udder may 
not heeome chafed. A long, slim, 
tapering tail, with a fair sized 
switch, is looked for. The tail 
should be set on high up so as not 
to spoil the cow’s overline cr 
straight back. The legs should be 
of medium length, not long, clean of 
bone and free from blemishes. 

In this article I have tried to out- 
line the qualities one would look for 
in a typical dairy cow. However, I 
am free to admit that the only sure 
way cf ascertaining the true value 
of a dairy cow is by weighing and 
testing of the milk. The breeders of 
pure bred dairy stock, who have fail- 
ed to enter their cows in the authen- 
ticated record of performance tests, 
are making a great mistake. Ina 
short time these men will find much

CHILDREN MADE GOOD CITIZENS 


The report of the Department of 
Neglected Children in the Province of 
Alberta brings out some interesting 
facts. In a total of 616 children 
dealt with on the grounds of /delin- 
quency there are seventeen national- 
ities and sixteen religions represent- 
ed. The offences that were avalt 
comprise of mischief, theft, incorri- 
gibility, vagrancy, immorality and 
forgery: Theft exceeds aJl the other 
crimes, next to theft comes mis- 
chief, and next to that comes immor 
ality. The subsequent history of 
these children shows that 502 were 
satisfactory. 

The ages of the children dealt with 
show that the danger period lies 
between the ages of eleven and six- 
teen. If you would ‘eep your boy 
from doing wrong, watch him cCare- 
fully during that. period. The age of 
fourteen seems to be the unlucky 
age, for this year at any rate, as a 
larger number of children were dealt 
with at that age as delinquents 
than any other two ages combined. 

The danger period in the life of a 


If the child is to be saved to good 
citizenship, the parent must be pre 
pared to direct the child, to be in- 
terested in his interests, and to see 
that he is given an opportunity of 
finding an outlet for the immense 
amount of energy that: will either 
push him te the place where he is 
successful or drive him to the place 
where he is a menace 
and others. 

Many of the children dealt with 
in the Department of Neglected 
Children are those representing the 
so-called ‘‘best of homes,’’ that is, 
homes where wealth is more or less 
evident. The children have gone 
wrong as a rule through the neg 
lect of the mother to attend to her 
home and the neglect of she father 
to cultivate the confidence and friend- 
ship of his children. 

It is most evident that the price 
of good citizenship has to be paid 
by the parents if their children are 
going to turn out the stamp and 
grade of children that this coun:ry 
is in need of.
